The ordinance authorizing the paving of 
Angier avenue, which the general council 
passed up a few weeks ago, was the cause, 
indirectly, of the meeting. 

At the time the 
thorizing the paving 
was passed, Mr. Hi wan part 
of Edgewood avenue paved. The city did 
not have enough money to pave both streets, 
and the Augier avenue people won the toss. 
The estimated cost of the work was between 
$7,000 and $3,000, and of that amount the 
Consolidated Street Car Company was as- 
sessed something like $3,000. After the or- 
dinance had passed the council, and had been 
concurred in by the aldermanic board, Mayor 
Hemphill attached his signature to it, and 
the city engineer instructed the contractors 
to go ahead with the work. 

The street car company, however, was 
not using that part'of the track on which 
the blocks are to be laid. The track had 
been completed and the poles and the wire 
were up. A few days ago City Engineer 
Clayton was informed that the street car 
company was taking up its track on that 
line, and yesterday he reported the matter 
to Mayor Hemphill. The mayor had a con- 
ference with the city attorney, and the call 
for the session yesterday was the result. 

During the meeting the city attorney was 
asked if the removal of the tracks relieved 
the street car company from paying for the 
portion of the street which was covered by 
the tracks. Judge Anderson informed the 
council that it did not. 

“When the ordinance authorizing this 
work,” said he, ‘was passed, the tracks were 
there. The estimate for the work was made 
with the understanding that the company 
should bear its part of the expenses as it 
always does. The law was perfected when 
the mayor signed the ordinance, and the as- 
sessment for the work must be made as 
contemplated. The. teRring up of 
the tracks does not relieve the street car 
company. 

An_ attempt was then made by Mr. Hurt 
and Mr. Palmer, both of whom spoke, to 
have the ordinance paving the street re- 
pealed, but the entire body was against it, 
and the ordinance stands. 

So the two blocks and a half of Angier 
avenue which has been so much before the 
general council, will be paved, and the Con- 
solidated Street Car Company will have to 
bear its part of the expense.

The Geological Survey. 

Two years ago the legislature inaugu- 
rated a geological survey of the state, on 
the basis of an appropriation for five 
years. The work was undertaken at 
once and has been under way for two 
years. 

The house in the passage of the appro- 
priation bill, several days ago, continued 
the work for the next two years, but yes- 
terday the senate cut it off. 

This was a mistake, and the senate 
should rectify it without delay. 

Once before the state paid $50,000 for 
a survey, and lost the benefit of it by 
stopping the work before completion, so 
that the whole sum was lost to the state. 
The money that has been expended on the 
present survey will be entirely lost if the 
state does not get the benefit of it by 
completing the work on the basis out- 
lined for it. 

It is ridiculous to map vut a work for 
five years and then abandon it when it is 
about half through. 

We do not believe that the geological 
survey, as at present constituted, is in a 
position where it can give the state the 
service that should be expected of it. 
The state geologist is *ampered beyond 
reason, and is not in a position where he 
can be held responsible for the work of 
his department. The working of every 
detail of the department rhould be held 
in strict accountability to him, and in turn 
he should be directly responsible to the 
state for his department. F. 

A bill has been introduced irto the 
genate suggesting certain changes that 
should be adopted. It provides that the 
governor shall appoint a geological com- 
mission of three to take charge of the 
work, and that the state geologist shall 
have personal supervision over ihe work 
of the survey. The bill is practically the 
same as that which the board unani- 
mously recommended two years ago. We 
think that if it becomes a law it will 
solve the problem with which the survey 
has been wrestling ever since its organi- 
zation. 

Let the geological survey be continued 
for the period set for it, and by all means 
put the state geologist in a position where 
he, and nobody else, can be held respon- 
sible for the work over which he should 
be the practical, rather than “fie nominal, 
head. 


The Money-Making Faculty. 

Colonel Bob Ingersoll says that the 
genius for making and accumulating mon- 
ey is just as distinct as a genius for 
music, or painting. Never ask a man: 
“Why do you not make money?” You 
might as well ask him: “Why duo you 
not paint a picture?’ Colonel Ingersoll 
goes on to say that the faculty for accum- 
ulating momey is inborn. The aversge 
professor with his head crammed full of 
knowledge has no practical ideas. He 
could not start a fire with three bushels 
of pine shavings and two boxes of 
matches. 

This is @ very striking way of putting 
it, but it is more than half true. The 
man with the money-making genius has 
to follow his bent just as the writer, the 
singer and the painter are forced onward 
in their specialties by their domivant 
faculties. 

Accepting this as the correct view, it 
is just as absurd and unfair to condemn 
‘he money maker who makes a proper use 
of his opportunities and his wealth as it 
would be to censure an artist or a poet 
for developing and utilizing his peculiar 
gift. | 

Ingersoll has got it down about right.

The United States Must Settle It. 

As usual, the editorial statesmen ‘of tie 
country are disposing of the silver ques- 
tion, each one in the way most satisfac- 
tory to himself. But there is one signifi- 
cant fact about this renewed discussion 
that ought to and doubtless does attract 
the attention of careful observers. Hach 
and every one of the aforesaid editorial 
statesmen agrees that the international 
monetary conference will amount to noth- 
ing; that it was never intended to amount 
to anything; and that Great Britain is 
merely playing the part of the malicious 
clown in the pantomime. — 

It is a pleasure to see the brethren in- 
climed to take a rational view of this 
phase of the subject at least, and we 
trust that, having arrived at this point, 
they will go a step farther—at least far 
enough to perceive that Great Brituin 
is unconcerned because her public men 
know that she has nothing whatever to 
do with the silver situation in, or the 
silver legislation of, the United States. 
How do they know this? it may be 
asked. Simply because of the experience 
of their own country from the time silver 
was demonetized three years ago down to 
the present day. They know that Great 
Britain has never found it necessary to 
call in other nations to aid her in forming 
a financial policy or in carrying if to 
success. Her statesmen have materially 
and ‘substantially aided other nations to 
adopt Great Britain’s policy, as when the 
agent of the Bank of England was so 
busy with John Sherman in 1873, but they 
have pursued their own financial and po- 
litical policies, having regard only for the 
effect of these policies on their own mer- 
cantile and maritime interests. 

Did Great Britain call in a jury of na- 
tions to endorse her demonetization of 
silver? We have never heard of it. Did 
Great Britain call a "conference of the 
nations when she demonetized gold in 
India? We should like to have the record 
of it. We therefore hope and trust that 
the editorial statesmen of this country, 
remembering or discovering these things, 
will at last find themselves in the humor 
to concede that the two monetary con- 
ferences which this country has begged 
for, making itself ridiculous in the eyes of 
the world, were the result of the sugges- 
tion and contrivance of the money power 
—the element that fattens on the increas- 
ing value of gold, while the debt-payers 
and the people grow poorer and poorer. 

We hope and trust that the editorial 
statesmen, and all other statesmen who 
profess to consider the welfare of the 
people, will be brought to concede at 
last that only the United States can set- 
tle and maintain the financial policy of 
the United States. When they concede 
this the silver problem will be a problem 
no longer. 
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What Is to Be Gained by It’? 


The evasions. and contortions of the 
wildcat mugwumps of the Reform Club 
in their efforts to explain the outrageous 
slight put on Speaker Crisp only serve 
to emphasize the nature of the insult. 
Every excuse or explanation that has yet 
been made simply sheds a broader and a 
clearer light on the incident, It was at 
first said that the reason the speaker of 
the house had been snubbed was on ac- 
count of the fact that his views on the 
silver question did not coincide with those 
of the wildcat mugwumps; but, as Editor 
Walsh points out, Senator Mills was hon- 
ored by the attentions of the club, and he 
is one of the original free coinage dem- 
ocrats. He has been enthusiastic in his 
efforts to remonetize silver, and voted for 
free coinage at the last session of the 
present congress. 

We are not concerned now with the 
fact that the third officer of the govern- 
ment was snubbed and insulted by the 
wildcat mugwumps. The incident has 
not been without happy. and fortunate 
results. Not the least fortunate of these 
is the fact that it has opened the eyes of 
the democratic party to the purpose of 
these pestiferous thugs to revive and re- 
new the faction fight in the party which 
it was hoped had been put an end to by 
the nomination and overwhelming elec- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland. . , 

That was the hope and desire of all true 
democrats, and it is still their hope and 
desire; but there can be but one inter- 
pretation to the Crisp incident—namely,

Editor Shepard in Trouble, 

The suit of Frank S. Gray against Edi- 
tor Shepard, of The Mail and Express, for 
alleged breach of contract is calculated 
to worry a journalist who poses as a 
religionist, a philanthropist and a temper- 
ance man. 

Mr. Gray was until recently the busi- 
hess manager of The Mail and Express. 
In his testimony he incidentally stated 
that Shepard once asked him to bribe the 
police commissioners to secure their ad- 
vertising. 

K:ditor Shepard denied this charge, and 
taking the stand proceeded to make it 
hot for Gray. We quote from the report 
of the trial: 

“The reporter came to me,"’ said the wit- 
ness, ‘‘white and shaking and trembling, and 
said he had seen Mr. Gray in the Astor 
house fill a glass nearly full of brandy, add 
red pepper to that, and drink it all down. Mr. 
Gray had then sworn at the reporter, and 
threatened to knock his head off if he ‘told.’ 
I sent for Mr. Gray, and looking him straight 
in the eye, said: ‘I am extremely sorry to 
hear about your blasphemy. If you are 
yielding to the temptations of New York so 
that you swear and drink, you had better re- 
turn to Chicago.' Mr. Gray said he would 
stop drinking and swearing, and we shook 
hands.’’ 


But Gray was ready with a thunder- 
bolt. He declared that on one occasion 
Editor Shepard was so full that he had to 
be helped home. In repf¥ the editor 
denounced the statement as false, al- 
though he admitted that he was not a 
total abstainer. 

It is a very sad piece of business. Edi- 
tor Shepard is running a free gold cure 
for inebriates, and running a fresh scrip- 
tural quotation at the editorial masthead 
of his paper every day. When such a man 
is charged with breach of contract, at- 
temnted bribery and drunkenness the sen- 
sation produced can be more easily imag- 
ted than described.- This, however, is 
not all. It came out in the testimony 


that Gray once spoke of his employer as ‘ 


“an old snoozer.” After such an insult 
we do not see how Editor Shepard can 
consent to settle matters in the court- 
room. The thing for him to do is to 
let up on his scriptural quotations and 
his Puritanism for a brief season and 
challenge Gray or punch his head. The 
muddle has such a complicated aspect at 
present that nothing but heroic treatment 
will satisfy the public.

Milner’s letter did not say that Small was 
dealing out liquor which was the one item 
allegea that would have been libelous if it 
had been used, and in Mr. Small’s behalf it 
was abundantly proved that he was free 
from that matter. This reduced the case 
to the trial on the other items charged. 
The evidence established the fact that Mr. 
Small did give fifty cents to one negro on a 
church subscription; that with this negro 
were several others who were ordered away 
by the hotel proprietor. It was maintained 
by the defense that the publication of the 
statement ‘hat these negroes called upon 
Mr. Small was not libelous, because Mr. 
Small was a candidate for a public office, 
and it was perfectly proper that he should be 
called upon by the electors whose votes he 
sought.

A TEDIOUS SESSION IN THE HOUSE, 


There Will Be No Suinmer Session, for the 
Governor Has Vetoed the Bill. 


The house spent its morning session lis- 
tening to the report of the Gober investi- 
gating committee and wrangling over one 
poor little appropriation bill which did not 
uimount on its face to the money it took to 
pay the per diems of the members of the 
general assemb!y while the measure was 
ing uarreled over. 

t is pitiful but it is the truth, and it was 
a good bill besides. The bill is the one by 
Hill, of Meriwether, and seeks to have the 
governor appoint a special attorney to look 
after the interests of the state with regard 
to the property of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad in the state of Tennessee. 

The bill had consumed ali of the night 
session by reason of the fight made upon it 
by Rankin, of Gordon, and a few others, 
and was finally defeated after much filli- 
bustering and unnecessary delay. 

Yesterday when th: ehouse was called 
to order there was a motion on the clerk’s 
desk awaiting the attention of the house 
asking for a reconsideration of the bill. 
‘This motion was by Harrison, of Quitman. 
He said it was a good bill and that it ought 
to pass. 

The debat that followed and the filibus- 
tering that attended took up the entire ses- 
sion of the miorning until nearly the time 
of adjourving, when the report of the 
Gober investigating conumittee was called 
for and read. . 

The bill for the appointment of the sp 
cial attorney for the safe keeping of th 
property belonging to the state 
in ‘i ‘ennessee was finally passed 
by an overwhelming vote. with 
the amendment that the attorney shall work 
from now until the next session of the leg- 
islature at the rate of $2,000 per year and 
at that time he shall make a report to the 
state legislature. 

The report of the Gober committee was 
taken from the table on motion of Mel 
Branch, of Columbia. 1t was read, con- 
suming more than an hour and wearying 
two clerks to read it. 

report was og | synopsized in 
yesterdays Constitution. It was listened 
to with intense interest on the part of the 
members of the house and the speaker 
stated in the beginning that the time was 
so short it would hardly be possible for the 
report to be printed for the use of the mem. 
bers this session and for that reason he urged 
the members to be as quiet as mice so as 
to hear every word of the report. 

He wouldn't even allow a page a& much 
at to steal quietly across the ha]l while the 
concern was being read, though many of 
the members uninténtionally feel asleep 
during the tedious procedure fer they had 
all read as mueh as they wanted of the 
Gober committee in The Constitution that 
morning before breakfast. 

When the document had been read half 
a dozen members were on their feet in an 
instant. One of them who was recognized 
moved that the further consideration of the 
concern be postponed until this morning 
after the reading and that i¢ be made the 
special order at that hour. This motion 
was carried. 

No Sammer Session. 

The governor’s message was received in 

the house this morning as predicted by The 


Constitution: yesterday, vetoing the bill by } jog 


the general assembly providing for a sum- 
mer session. 

The governors reasons for not ‘having 
this session, that is to say for not signing 
thé bill, are plainly given as he always gives 
them on these matters of state. 

He says the bill would be an unconstitu- 
tional measure, and that the session wonld 
not be legal. 
the constitutional amendment recently 
adopted requires that the sessions of the 
general assembly be held on the same day 
of the year as it plainly states, and that 
this means the impossibility of holding a 
thoroughly legal session next summer as this 
term began on the 26th of October. He 
says the spirit of the constitution means 
that the sessions shall a year apart. 
It was done for the very purpose of makin 
the terms of an equi-distance and equa 
in length. 

For reasons such as these the governor 
sees fit to withhold his approval from the 
bill, and this means there will be no sum- 
mer session though many of the members 
speak of voting to have it anyhow. 

As the Speaker Said. 

It is nothing more than Speaker Atkin- 
son said all along. He left the speaker's 
stand when the —- came up in the 
house to make a little speech to the mem- 
bers, telling them that he wanted to be al- 
lowed to: record himself as voting against 
the measure because it was as clear to 
him as the noon day sun that the bill to 
have a summer session was unconstitutional, 
and he mentioned the very reasons that the 
governor mentioned in his message.

THERE WILL BE NO SUMMER SESSION 


Because Governor Northen Regards It as 
Unconstitutional—The Geological De- 
partment Knocked Out.

The fight in the senate over the military 
appropriation was the event in the legis- 
lature yesterday. The opposition to the sol- 
diers just wanted to knock out the whole 
appropriation of $20,000 reported by the 
finance committee. It was not a question 
of scaling down but of cutting off the entire 
amount. Then when that failed an effort 
was made to upset the annual encampment 
by forbidding any part of the appropriation 
being expended for that purpose. That 
move was also killed. But for a time the 
friends of the state’s army were on the 
anxious bench. 

Senators Hackett and Davis were the lead- 
ing spirits in the war on the volunteers. 
Senators Wooten, Wilson of the eleventh, 
and Humphries took up for the military. 

Senator Wooten, 
chairman of the mili- 
committee, 
made the speech of the 
day. It was a splen- 
did one, eloquent and 
forcible, presenting 
the military as a pro- 
tecting arm of society, 
& menace to the spirit 
of disorder, the hope 
of ped government. 
“As the representa- 
tive of a progressive 
and intelligent constit- 
uency, I desire to give 
my sanction to this worthy appropriation,” 
said he. “I am ready now and at all 
times to enter my protest against extrava- 
gant legislation, but I am likewise ready 
to defend an appropriation which I consider 
to be needed and just. 
“There is as wide a difference, Mr. Pres- 


ident, between extravagance and liberality |

as there is a distinction between liberality 
and parsimony. I regret to say that these 
distinctions appear to be obscure to the 
minds of some of our worthy lawmakers, 
who, in their honest endeavors to econo- 
mize the state’s funds: lose sight of the 
needs and necessities which call for, nay 


demand a generous and fostering care. 


There is such a thing as false economy in 
the administration of public, as well as 
private affairs, and this mistake ofttimes 
enters into legislative proceedings. Don’t 
let the spirit of false economy, which, in 
its true meaning is commendable, lead us 
into the mistake of depriving the state of 
its strong right aste-cth 

law and order. The rumor has gone 
abroad that an effort is being made to either 
entirely destroy or effectually cripple the 
Georgia militia, and from all over this 
state have come words of condemnation 
and disapproval. No wonder that. the peo- 
ple of this state were surprised at this 
unexpected effort. For the last three years 
the legislature has been fostering the mili- 
tia of Georgia, and now, when its improve- 
ment has been so marked, its service so 
efficient, its development so strong, now, 
just at a time when it begins to reflect credit 
upon our state and is being recognized 


abroad, there is an attempt, and for ho | 


valid or true reason, to cut it down and 
utterly destroy the results of several years 
of patient training. What reason can be 
assigned for this unexpected movement? 
I understand that some of the opponents 
of this 
is absolutely no need of maintaing and 
supporting by legislative aid the volunteer 
forces in this state. This reasoning, car- 
Georgia militia is a superfluous adjunct to 
our state government, easily ant safely 
dispensed with and without detriment to 
the interests of the people composing this 
commonwealth. Are you prepared to agree 
with this absurd and novel theory of gov- 
ernment? 

A state without a military force would 
present a rare and at the same time deplor- 
able spectacle indeed. The idea comports 
with some of the wild theories and political 
vagaries that seem to have possessed the 
minds of some of our people for the last 
few years.”

The services of the military at pres- 
ent are familiar to us all in the last few 
years, the Albany Guards and the Jackson 
Light Artillery were ordered to Dawson 
to prevent the taking of a prigoner sentenc- 
ed to hang and whilst en route their train 
was seriously wrecked by lawless negroes. 
After a short delay another train was se- 
cured and the presence of the military on 
that day undoubtedly prevented serious 
trouble between the races, At another 
time, the first named company was placed 
under marching orders. Within the last 
year the military of Savannah, Augusta 
and Waycross have performed severe and 
arduous service in preserviig peace and main- 
taining law, th Waeycross Rifles being on 
duty for a solid week at a time. Twice 


during the present year the military of At- [ 


lanta: has been placed under marching or- 
der on account of contemplated outbreaks 
and lawless demonstrations. 

And yet, in spite of the facts which I have 
stated, we are confronted with the question

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JOHNSON ACQUITTED. 


That Was the Verdict Which Was Ren- 
dered by the Jury Yesterday, 


AND THE PRISONER IS A FREE MAN 


Scenes in the Cour:room When the Ver- 
dict Was Announced—Excellent 
Speeches Were Made. 


Walter Johnson, the alleged murderer 
of Henry Freeland, has been acquitted. 

The verdict of the jury rendered at 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon was: “We the 
jury find the defendant not guilty.” 

For the first time in several weeks John- 
son slept under the roof of his own home 
last night. 

It was a great change from the cold, 
damp walls vf Fulton county jail to the 
genial warmth of his own fireside. 

The killing of Henry Freeland occurred 
last October and since that time Jolmson 
bas been held as a prisoner in the custody 
of the law. 

He deported himself in a manly way 
throughout the period of his incarceration, 
and won the respect vf his fellow prisoners. 

When the bailiff went after him the other 
day to begin his trial he was the recipient of 
many good wishes on the part of the other 
inmates of the jail. 

“IT hope you will come out all right, old 
fellow,” was the hearty expression of a 
guzen lips as be Jeft the jail last Wedunes- 
day morning. 

“Thank you, boys,” said Johnson with 
a smile and with that he ieft for the temple 
of justice to appear before a jury of his 
couniuymen. 

Joy in the Courtroo.w. 


The announcement of the verdict yester- 
day afternoon was received with a great 
demonstration of joy ou the part of his 
taithful wife. teh@ 

She had been constantly in attendance 
at the trial, and the proceedings throughout 
avere full of painful interest to her. 

When she realized that her hopes had tri- 
wuphed the intensity of her joy was such 
that she threw herself into the arms of her 
husband and for a moment dwelt upon his 
lips. 
at was a moment of exultation, and strik- 
ing indeed was the contrast when ‘compared 
with the moment before, crowded with an 
hour's dread and apprehension. 

The joy that succeeded was _ delirious. 
The happiness of years was flashed into a 
heart and reflected in ber countenance. 

It was one of those scenes peculiar to the 
courtroom—more radiant because of the 
gioom and pathos surrounding it. 

Congratulations were heaped upon the re- 
cent prisoner at the bar, and as he merged 
into the open air with his helpmeet by his 
side and his friends gathered about him, 
he feit the birthright of MeGregor coursing 
through his veins and moved along the pave- 
ment like another William ‘Tell. 

Much of the credit of his acquital is due 
to the masterly efforts of his two attorneys, 
Mr. Frank L. Haralson and Mr. Clinton 
Gowdy. 


Story ofthe Trial. 


The hearing of the case was resumed be- 
fore Judge Clarke yesterday morning. 

The evidence having been adduced the 
day before it only remained to hear the ar- 
guments and the charge of the court. 

Mr. Hill opened the case in a few remarks 
and was followed by Mr. Frank L.. Haral- 
son. It was an excellent plea in behalf 
of his client and was characterized by con- 
siderable force and eloquence. 

The effort of Mr. Gowdy was specially 
notable. He presented the facts in a clear, 
systematic and straightforward way and 
it was evident as he spoke that the jury was 
deeply intertested. 

Mr. Hill with his characteristic eloquence 
presented the aspect of the case as it appear- 
ed to the prosecution. He spoke with great 
earnestness, and his argument was as 
é6trong as the case could make it.

- It would not do, of course, to dis- 
close their dirty scheme to Mr, Simmons as 
he is an honest, honorable gentleman and 
could not be induced by Gober and Brown to 
engage in such dirty work. ey, therefore, 
did not submit it to him for his signature, 
and the petition was not even sworn to. This 
fellow Brown, acting as the willing tool of 
Gober in drawing the petition for the rule, 
made the clerk say that ‘“‘the papers had been 
demanded of us, that we refused to return 
them,” all of which the clerk swears before 
this committee is absolutely false. 

Gober and Brown knew that if they allowed 
the clerk to read that petition he would re- 
pudiate its contents, therefore, they conspired 
to use the clerk's name ciandestinely and 
without his knowledge and consent. It is 
not difficult to sum up the reason why fhis 
fellow Brown is following along as counsel 
and witness for his master. To convict Gober 
knocks the triggers from under himself. 

Decency, to say nothing of propriety, would 
have suggested to less degenerate people that 
he remain in the background, Mr. Simmons, 
the clerk, swears ‘‘that he did not suggest or 
instigate the rule, that he asked Gober to let 
him write to us and see if we had the papers.”’ 
that Gober replied, ‘no, he knew a better 
way than that.”’ And yet in the face of this 
evidence by this witness introduced by Gober 
himself, the said Gober swore ‘‘that the rule 
was instigated by the clerk.” Simmons fur- 
ther swore “that if it had been left to him 
the rule would not have been issued,”’ 

Again, to show that this rule was issued in 
malice, born and conceived in iniquity, Gober 
published in The Atlanta Constitution the 
statement that the clerk had Mr. Darnell’s 
receipt and that Mr, Darnell had our receipt 
—and endeavors to create a false impression 
that upon these facts he issued the rule against 
us. The truth about it is that these facts— 
that the clerk had Darnell’s receipt and Dar- 
nell ours—were not known to Gober until after 
the rule had been issued. ‘This effort to per- 
vert the truth is enough to convict him in the 
minds of all honest men. 

This effort to single out part of the counsel 
and to institute rules against them, at the 
same time distributing his favors to the other 
ltv convincing of-his guilt. It 
shows, too, that it was not the intention by 
that rule to recover the ‘supposed lost papers. 
Gober ts the only man on earth that had the 
slightest interest in havine the papers to he- 
come lost. Their production would establish 
forever the facts beyond the faintest ray of 
suspicion that he mutilated that record, and 
was compelled to restore it as we allege. 
Neither Mr. Glenn nor myself had been in 
Pickens county from the time the clerk had 
the motion for new trial in October, 1890, to 
October, 1892.. We met this man Gober in 
his own court and he presided in the case he 
had instituted against us himself with the 
willing assistance of his puppet. the fellow 
Brown, and his order on that rule finds that 
we did not have any of the papers. This 
hearing was at Jasper, in the Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit, but Brown acted the traitor and did not 
appear: he deserted his master, Judas-like, 
and failed to come to time. 

He, however, boarded the train at Canton 
in the afternoon, as we were returning, and 
informed himself about the trial through one 
J. Z. Foster, who was, apparently, represent- 
ing the said Brown and general aid to Gober. 
Thus while his courage fai/ed him his interest 
was at high tide. 

Gober swears “that if he had wanted to 
punish us he could have done it upon our own 
showing, for it is not denied that we took 
this record from the clerk’s office.”’ There is 
not a word of truth in this statement. Neither 
Mr. Glenn nor myself ever took this record 
from the clerk’s office. 

Mr. Darnell sent us the papers by mail, and 
technically we had a right to suppose he got 
them under the rules of the court. 

Having ruled us and ordered us to appear 
before him to answer the rule, he now com- 
plains and we are bitterly attacked because 
we obeyed the order, The said Gober is 
deeply grieved that we elected to meet him 
on these malicious and false charges and have 
the matter investigated. He sent us a tele- 
gram and we ought to have mailed an an- 
swer, it is claimed. In answer to that, I 
submit. we could have done all that without 
any rule against us. If our answer was suf- 
ficient, why not call for it without a rule 
being issued against us? Why not adopt the 
clerk's suggestion of writing to us? 

The truth is that misehable pair, Gober and 
Brown, are accustomed to running things in 
the Binue Ridge circuit ‘‘on the quiet,’’ and 
when this rule matter was published: ingthe 
daily papers they discovered their mistake 
and were trying to hedge—therefore, they 
conceived this plan, ORES that we would 
walk into the trap, and again by allowin 
the answer to be sent by mail the rule woul 
stand against us. Note that Gober in his 
telegram did not say that he would dismiss 
it. No, that was to stand and be pointed to 
as a case still pending and the point to. be 
made that we dared not stand our trial. 

People that have not encountered these 
‘two worthies’”’ cannot conceive to what un- 
fathomable depths of infamy they are capa- 
ble of resorting. Therefore, we could not 
for a moment accept their terms of “truce.” 
The cat was too thinly covered not to be 
easily detected. It is clear that Gober knew 
that he would not find the papers in our pos- 
session when he issued the rule. He knew 
he was in no danger of unearthing any evi- 
dence this record might show against him- 
self. In the first place, he has not been able 
to produce any evidence that there was any 
reason for supposing we had the record. It 
was issued against us with no probable cause 
to suspect that we 4 : 

In justification, or attempted justification, 
he has resorted to naked misrepresentation, 
and wilful perversion of the truth. His des- 

rate efforts are more than convincing that 

e knew that there was no danger that we 
could produce that record. 

Again, to show his malice and utter disre- 
gard of truth and justice, he, the said Gober, 
had the ‘“‘reporter’s notes,’’ one paper about 
which we were ruled, before he left the town 
of Jasper, and knew that we did not have 
it, because it was then in his own posses- 
sion, and yet we were ruled to produce it or 
be attached for contempt. I will be pardon- 
ed for saying that if he attaches me accord- 
ing to the amount of contempt that I en- 
tertain for him the balance of his term of 
office be consumed in writing attach- 
ments against me. 

To further “turn on tbe light’’ that this 
man and judge may be exhibited in his trne 
condition with the foul excrescences of guilt 
covering his purid form from sole to @rown; 
the letter from ous to Darnell was 
dated September 29, 1890, and is the re- 
ceipt he based. as he now swears, the rule 
on, and yet this same judge had those same 
parers in his possession in Oct ober thereafter, 
and further, at the time he issued this rule 
he had before him the bill of exceptions and 
the reecrd showing the papers were not in 
our pcessession. Therefore, ore and at the

Wherever he is known in his true character, 
he is about as effective as a witness as the 
fleet of the Lilliputians would be in an engage- 
ment with her majesty’s entire navy. is 
claim to orecnge intelligence consists wholly 
in. the fact that he was born a member of a 
very influential family, whose money and influ. 
ence he drawn to keep him in office, 
which latter he has abused until the peo 
pie of his circuit are openly and pub- 
icly, privately, and in the newspapers of 
the circuit, calling for relief and denouncing 
him and his official conduct. 

As an expert, however, on the use and 
effect of both whisky and morphine, he 
stands without a rival. 

These facts, though well known to dozens 
of the witnesses on the stand, and also to 
the memorialists, were not brought out, out 
of regard for the feelings of his father, aud 
are now only mentioned because of the vil- 
lainous and scurrilous attack in his so-called 
argument in this case.

It was a scene that c 
not fail to impress you, not while you live, 
will you be able to biot ont from your men 
ory the guilty appearance of the man as he 
appeared before you. It was marked, and 
struck everybody interested and disinterested 
as the crowning convicting fact in the case. 
His efforts to evade questions, his evasive 
answers were facts which you 
were eye witnesses of; his restless 
movements, his inability to look this com- 
mittee in the face as he delivered his testi- 
mony, his squirming and “hang dog’’ way 
was not the manner of an innocent man 
conscious of no wrong. 

‘His manner was the antipodes of what you 
éxpected and had the right to expect from a 
judge of the superior court, 

He may impeach and eontradict the solemn 
record which he made in.the progress of that 
case, but he will never be able to contradict 
his guilty appearance on that night. 

Gentlemen ‘of the committee, in so far as 
this ‘man Brown’s: attack on my personal 
character is in issue, permit me to remark 
that this same man Brown exhausted every 
effort to find something to charge against 
me before this committee. He endeavored 
to induce several certain personal enemies, 
as he supposed, men whom I had been em- 
ployed against, to swear away my character. 
They told him they would engage in no such 
nefarious business, and the said Brown failed 
in his miserable and vicious purpose. Again 
he endeavored to show that I destroyed a 
record during the time I lived at Canton, Ga.
